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Women and Poverty

Official statistics of poverty in the
United States reflect that the poverty
rate of the United States as well as
the poverty rate of lowa continues to
increase. Specifically, women in lowa
and the United States are more likely
to live in poverty than men.

Women and Poverty in lowa sought
to provide a better picture of women
and their families who live in poverty.
It focused on the perspectives of
women who have experienced poverty
in lowa as well as the perspectives of
direct service providers.

Conducted by the lowa Commission
on the Status of Women, the study
addressed the questions: How do
women who have experienced poverty
in lowa and direct service providers in
lowa define poverty, the way in which
poverty affects daily life, and steps to
alleviate poverty in lowa.

The study was composed of four
roundtable discussions, completed
surveys and individual narratives that
were provided in either oral or written
form.

Women from every state gathered to draft a
Women’s Agenda calling attention to the special needs that were being
overlooked and undervalued by the federal government. The 2007 theme,
“Generations of Women Moving History Forward” connects this historic
anniversary as an inspiring link to today’s issues. Recognizing this anniversary
will highlight actions taken by different generations to challenge and change
some of our culture’s most basic and entrenched assumptions about women.

Prizes will be awarded to the first, second, and third place winner in each of
the 6-7th Grade and 8-9th Grade divisions. In addition, prizes will be given to the
Best Essays on Women in Science, Technology, Engineering, and Math. Winners
will be honored in a ceremony at the State Capitol in March 2007. Teachers who
sponsor the winning students’ essays will receive classroom resources. All
winners and finalists will receive a certificate of participation signed the
Governor.

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ICSW Holds Public Hearing

The lowa Commission on the Status of Women held its annual Public
Hearing on October 10 at the Urbandale Public Library.

Twenty-two people/organizations presented to the Commission, 17 of which
gave oral testimony.

Topics discussed included legal aid appropriation, direct care workers,
violence against women, Court Appointed Special Advocate program, women’s
health, women and girls in the penal system, child support, child care, elder
issues, mental health, gender equality on boards and commissions in the political
subdivisions of the state, safe schools, and human trafficking.

The ICSW is currently developing its 2007 Proposals to the Governor and
General Assembly, which will be finalized at the December 5, 2006 meeting of
the ICSW. Priorities will also be decided upon. The priorities and proposals will
be published in the January/February 2007 issue of the loWoman.

In addition, the ICSW will hold an ICSW Priorities Lunch and Learn on
January 6, 2006 at a location to be determined from 12 noon - 1 p.m. Speakers
will be invited to discuss the legislative priorities and Charlotte Nelson, executive
director of the ICSW, will moderate the panel.

First Ladies Exhibit

lowa First Lady Christie Vilsack highlighted the lives and legacies of lowa’s
43 First Ladies this fall at Terrace Hill.

“l am honored to present the stories of lowa’s first ladies,” said First Lady
Christie Vilsack. “History shows that often times the story of the governor’s
wife is overshadowed by her husband, yet each and every one of these
remarkable women have made a lasting contribution to this state. By creating
this educational exhibit, all lowans can share in the stories and experiences of
lowa’s first ladies.”

The permanent display, located in the lower-level reception area of Terrace
Hill, includes photos and brief biographies of lowa’s 43 first ladies, background
photos depicting the evolution of women’s roles in lowa history, and a context
timeline of lowa women’s achievements and events significant to the lives of
lowans in general.

First Lady Christie Vilsack initiated the project to tell the untold stories of the
women who were not only spouses, but political partners to the men who
governed lowa. In addition, Vilsack wanted to correct the record put forth by
inaccurate biographies and present a true image of lowa’s first ladies.

The project was funded by grants from U.S. Cellular and Prairie Meadows
and made possible by contributions from The Integer Group, the State
Historical Society of lowa and the Terrace Hill Foundation.

Women Farmers and Ranchers -- Be Counted!
If you are a farmer or rancher, make sure to be counted in the 2007 Census
of Agriculture compiled by the National Agricultural Statistics Service of the
United States Department of Agriculture.
Itis important that all women farm and ranch operators are counted to
show their contribution to the entire US agricultural industry. Completed every
five years, itis the only source of uniform agricultural data.

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Cola and Osteoporosis

A recent report from the
Framingham Osteoporosis Study
published in the October 2006
American Journal of Clinical Nutrition,
October 2006, found that women who
regularly drink colas have a higher risk
of developing osteoporosis than
women who don’t drink cola.

The study found that women who
drink cola — whether diet or regular
or caffeinated or decaffeinated — have
asignificantly higher risk of having low
bone mineral density.

The risk occurred in all women,
regardless of age and calcium intake.
Men did not report a higher risk.

Researchers are not sure of why
consumption of colas and not other
carbonated beverages carry the risk.
However, because drinking cola may
replace other more healthy beverages
and they contain caffeine and
phosphoric acid, women are
encouraged to limit the amount of cola
in their diets.
